“To  be  the  best  and  to  do  tho  host 
it  is  necessary  to  got  just  as  much  edu¬ 
cation  as  possible.  A  young  man  needs 
the  higher  education  who  would  not 
have  needed  it  two  generations  sinco.” 
So  said  President  William  Baincy  Har¬ 
per  of  tho  University  of  Chicago. 

I  sincerely  hopo  that  every  boy  who 
reads  this  page  is  planning  to  return 
to  school  and  continue  until  ho  has 
finished  tho  course. 

Boys  sometimes  ask,  “Docs  an  edu¬ 
cation  pay?”  Here  are  a  few  figures 
that  answer  that  question.  Loss  than  1 
per  cent  of  American  men  aro  college 
graduates.  Yet  tills  1  per  cent  has  fur¬ 
nished  55  per  cent  of  our  Presidents;  30 
per  cent  of  tho  Members  of  Congress; 
47  per  cent  of  tho  Spoakcrs  of  the 
House;  54  per  cent  of  tho  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents;  OS  per  cent  of  the  Secretaries  of 
State;  50  per  cent  of  tho  Secretaries  of 
Treasury;  07  per  cent  of  tho  Attorney 
Generals  and  09  per  cent  of  the  Jus¬ 
tices  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Tho  boy 
with  no  schooling  has  ono  chance  in 
150,000  of  performing  distinguished 
service;  with  elementary  education  ho 
has  four  times  a  chance;  with  high 
school  education  lie  lias  87  times  the 
chance;  with  college  education  800 
times  tho  chance. 

Never  before  has  there  been  such  a 
need  for  educated  men  as  there  is  to¬ 
day.  Hundreds  of  now  positions,  requir¬ 
ing  educated  and  trained  persons  to 
bundle  them,  aro  developed  annually. 

To  help  meet  this  need  wo  havo  de¬ 
veloped  our  public  school  system,  rep¬ 
resenting  America’s  largest  investment 
iu  tho  future  betterment  of  our  coun¬ 
try.  Buildings  and  equipment  alone 
ropresent  an  outlay  of  eight  billion  dol¬ 
lars  of  capital,  and  tho  annual  school 
budget  is  about  two  and  onc-lialf  bil¬ 
lion  dollars.  Thirty-seven  million  boys 
and  girls  aro  going  to  school.  Never  in 
tho  history  of  tho  world  lias  sucli  liber¬ 
al  provision  been  made  for  tho  educa¬ 
tion  of  all  tho  youth  of  tho  nation. 

I  think  you  will  bo  interested  in  the 
following  figures  showing  definitely 
what  four  years  in  high  school  paid  in 
dollars  and  cents.  Statistics  show  that 
every  day  spent  in  school  adds  $25.00 
to  a  man’s  life  earnings. 

Column  one  gives  tho  yearly  salary 
of  thoso  who  left  school  at  14;  column 
two,  tho  yearly  salary  of  thoso  who  loft 
school  at  18:

Notico  that  at  25  yoars  of  ago  the 
bottor  educated  boys  aro  receiving 
$900  por  year  more  salary,  and  havo  al¬ 
ready,  iu  7  yoars,  received  $2,225  more 
than  tho  boys  who  loft  school  at  14 
years  havo  rocoived  for  11  yoars’  work 

Emorson  romurkod  onco  that  Amorica 
is  another  word  for  opportunity.  That 
is  vory  true.  Perhaps  in  no  othor  coun 
try  in  tho  world  today  arc  tho  oppor 
tunitios  for  advancement,  s'orvico  and 
happiness  so  groat  as  in  tho  United 
Statos.  But  Amorica  is  unothor  word 
for  opportunity  only  to  tho  boy  WHO 
IS  TBAINED  TO  MAKE  THE  MOST 
OP  IT.  If  you  road  tho  biographios  of 
the  outstanding  inon  of  Amorica  today 
you  will  sco  that  whon  they  woro  boys 
they  seized  every  opportunity  for  study 
and  advancement. 

My  advico  to  ovory  boy  is,  got  a 
good  education,  both  gonornl  and  tech¬ 
nical.  Somotimos,  bocanso  of  financial 
reasons,  it  seems  as  if  thief  would  bo 
impossible,  But  it  is  my  conviction, 
based  on  yours  of  oxporlonco,  that  tho 
boy  who  really  wants  an  education  can 
got  it.  Ho  may  perhaps  havo  to  defer 
hjs  school  or  college  work  for  a  time. 
Ho  will  havo  to  liiako  sacrifices  and 
work  hard.  But  ho  should  make  up  liis 
mind  dofinitoly  that  ho  will  not  bo 
handicapped  through  all  his  future 
life  iiy  a  lack  of  education.  Thoro  are 
excoliont'  night'"  schools  avail4b,lo  in 
most  cities.  For  hoys  who  cannot  at< 
tend  »uy  school,  there  are  splendid

their  brains  aro  active  and  trained.  My 
message  to  every  boy  is  to  sccuro  tho 
necessary  training  for  advancement. 
Cultivate  tho  habit  of  loarning. 

Tho  great  need  of  America  today  is 
for  loaders,  men  of  character,  men  of 
action,  men  of  education.  It  is  tho  boys 
of  today  who  must  supply  this  need  to¬ 
morrow.

Dr.  Henry  A.  Foster,  Head  of  tho  Soc¬ 
ial  Scionce  Department  Tells  of  Sun¬ 
dial.  Museum  Will  Grow. 


On  the  Collogo  campus,  in  tho  rear  of 
President  Lamkin ’s  residence  and  just 
a  few  steps  to  tho  west  of  tho  “long 
walk”  is  the  S.  T.;  C.  Sundial.  It  might 
very  appropriately  bo  called  tho  J.  B. 
Brink  Sundial.  It  was  a  gift  from  him 
to  tho  Collego  in  1928. 

Tho  Sundial  is  only  ono  of  tho  num¬ 
erous  monuments  which  now  docorate 
the  campus  and  which  aro  reflective 
and  reminiscent  of  tho  service  and  de¬ 
votion  to  tho  Institution  which  Mr. 
Brink  for  years  faithfully  served  as  its 
superintendent  of  construction  and 
maintenance. 

This  “Shadow-clock”  is  unique  in 
tho  fact  that  its  baso  has  a  history. 
Its  history  goes  back  to  western  pioneer 
days  and  oven  to  France,  it  is  said.  The 
s'tono  is  of  tho  famous  French  Buhr- 
stono  (burrstone)  familiar  to  the  “mill- 
hoys”  of  a  generation  or  so  ago.  Tho 
buhrstonc  is  a  siliceous  stone  formerly 
used  for  grinding  grain  and  other  soft 
substances. 

Theso  stones,  found  in  most  of  tho 
grist  mills  of  early  American  days, 
caino  from  France.  They  usually  -samo 
in  fragments  and  were  assembled  to  bo 
held  intact  as  a  unit  by  strong  iron 
hands.  Two  of  theso  units  were  required 
for  grinding.  Thoro  was  a  lowor  stono, 
tho  bed,  of  which  was  fixed,  and  an 
upper  stone,  tho  runner,  of  which  was 
held,  by  a  shaft  in  closo  proximity  to 
tho  bed,  and  which  by  its  rapid  revo-| 
lution  caused  tlie  grinding  to  take 
place.  Tho  grain  falling  from  tho  hop- 
por  abovo  tho  runner,  and  through  an 
opening  in  tho  contor  of  tho  latter,  was 
crushod  between  the  two  stones,  tho 
grist  being  pushed  along,  meantime  by

Superintendent 
G.  Dille  Writes 
On  Publicity 


Chillicothe  School  Head,  in  First  of 
Artioles  to  Appear  in  Official  Bulle¬ 
tin,  Discusses  Accounting. 


Thoro  are  two  kinds  of  ’accounting 
which  aro  paramount  to  any  school  sys- 
tom,  financial  accounting  and  child 
acccounting,  says  Mr.  C.  E.  Dillo,  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Chiliicotho  schools,  in 
his  first  article  in  a  series  which  lie  is 
writing  on  School  Publicity. 

Financial  accounting  is  without  ques¬ 
tion  basic  by  its  very  nature.  Tho  pub¬ 
lic  school’s  existonco  as  an  effeetivo 
organization  depends  wholly  upon  a 
system  of  financial  accounting  suffic¬ 
ient  to  provido  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram  demanded  by  tlio  public  today. 
Wo  should  not  overlook  tho  fact  that 
tho  public  schools  belong  to  tho  public. 
For  oxamplc,  tho  patrons  of  our  com¬ 
munity  expend  $85,000.00  annually  to 
maintain  tho  public  school  system  in 
Chiliicotho.  This  amount  is  for  current 
expenses  only.  In  addition,  they  expend 
another  sum  which  is  not  to  bo  ignor- 
od — $25,000,000  in  interest  and  bonds 
for  debt  servico  on  tlio  Junior-Senior 
High  School.  Thoro  is  no  doubt  but 
that  tho  pooplo  own  tho  schools.  They 
aro  responsible  for  seeing  that  our 
schools  have  adequate  financial  sup¬ 
port,  not  only  this  year,  but  next  year, 
and  tho  next,  and  so  on  indefinitely. 

This  being  the  enso,  no  well-informed 
person  will  deny  that  tho  public  has  a 
right  to  know  how  school  funds  aro  bo- 
ing  expended.  In  order  that  tho  public 
might  have  _this  information  it»  is  ncc- 
oss'sary  for  tho  school  board  to  uso  a 
good  system  of  school  accounting.  Tho 
systom  now  in  uso  in  our  city  is  the 
“Accounting  Procoiluro  for  School  Sys¬ 
tems”  odited  by  Dr.  Fred  Engollmrdt, 
Professor  of  Educational  Administra¬ 
tion  of  tho  University  of  Minnesota 
and  Dr.  Fred  Yon  Borgcrsrodo,  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Education  at  tho  University  of 


Missouri.  TIub  system  is  ondorsod  by 
tho  leading  educators  of  tho  country, 
having  boon  recommondod  by  Teachors 
College,  Columbia  University,  Now 
York,  whon  tho  Chiliicotho  Board  of 
Education  adopted  it  a  year  ago. 

According  to  Drs.  George  D.  Strayor 
and  N.  L.  Engelhardt,  Directors  of  the 
recent  Missouri  School  Survey,  this  sys¬ 
tom  of  accounting  is  designed  to  assist 
in  (1)  tho  formulation  of  tho  educa¬ 
tional  program;  (2)  tho  proposal  of  a 
financial  plan  for  payment  of  tho  pro¬ 
gram;  (3)  tho  planning  of  capital  needs 
for  the  plant  program;  (4)  tho  estab¬ 
lishment  of  standards  of  salaries  and 
wages;  (5)  tlio  control  of  material 
needs  through  standardization  and  dis¬ 
continued  on  pnge  2)

Bearcats  Win 
In  Camp  Trials; 
Ready  for  'Biz' 


Boys  From  Various  States  Are  Bidding 
For  Places  on  the  1930  Bearcat  Ag¬ 
gregation — Game  Next  Week, 


Forty-fivo  men,  students  from  Mis¬ 
souri  and  adjoining  states,  havo  turned 
out  and  aro  in  daily  practice  for  tho 
1930  Bearcat  football  Bquad.  Most  of 
thoso  men  havo  beon  in  practice  for 
several  days  in  tho  “camp,”  whore  big. 
Jim  Seely,  star  tackle,  has  acted  as 
chief  cook,  and  whero  tho  regular  pro¬ 
gram  of  routine  of  grub,  blisters,  soro 
hands,  soro  shouldors,  fun  and  hard 
work  has  been  in  effoct.  Other  men 
will  bo  added  to  the  list  with  rogular 
enrollment  and  beginning  of  school 
this  week. 

Coach  Lefty  Davis  began  tho  drill 
as  usual  with  fundamentals,  gradually 
making  way  for  tho  finer  points  of  tho 
game.  Ho  has  twenty-two  men  who 
havo  played  Bearcat  football  before, 
and  most  of  tho  remaining  twenty- 
t.hreo  have  played  either  on  high  school 
teams  or  witli  other  colleges.  With  com¬ 
petition  keen  for  every  position,  the 
selection  of  tho  eleven  for  the  first 
game,  with  Haskell  here,  will  ho  a  dif¬ 
ficult  task.  Every  man  will  havo  to 
work  for  Ills  position  and  then  work 
to  keep  it. 

All  indications  seem  to  point  to  a 
team  fully  as  powerful  ns  that  of  last 
season,  if  not  stronger.  Only  three  men 
were  lost  by  graduation,  and  new  re¬ 
cruits  promise  to  fill  tho  breaks'  in  the 
ranks.  Tho  lino  will  be  practically  as 
experienced  as  before,  while  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  tho  backfield  will  includo 
somo  different  faces.  From  present 
practices  it  appears  that  the  bnll-toters

This  particular  stono  carrying  tho 
dial  is  said  to  lmvo  eonio  to  tho  United 
Statos  about  1848  and  to  lmvo  boon 
assomblcd  in  St.  Louis.  It  was  installed 
in  tlio  old  Rosondalo,  Missouri,  wator 
mill,  about  1851.  This  mill  soon  camo 
to  lmvo  a  wido  reputation.  An  old  rosi- 
dont  of  Rosondalo  rofers  to  this  “gris't 
mill”  as  “attracting  patrons  front 
Kansas  and  Iowa  and  from  all  over  tho 
nortliwctsorn  part  of  Missouri.”  A  fow 
years  aftor  tho  Civil  War,  tho  rollor 
system  was  installed  in  tho  Rosondalo 
mill  and  tho  old  bulirstoncs  woro  thrown 
aside.  Since  1915,  Mr.  David  Max, 
graduato  of  tho  Collcgo,  has  owned  and 
operated  tlio  mill.  Mr.  Brink,  learning 
of  tho  buhrstonotf  boing  cast  asido,  and 
having  historical  senso  of  its  valuo  as 
representing  tho  evolution  of  American 
industrial  life,  secured  it  and  has  pro 
sontod  it,  in  this  unique  way  to  the 
College. 

A  sundial,  in  thoso  days  bf  wondor- 
fuliy  delicate  efficiency  in  clironom- 
otry,  may  bo  of  little  valuo  to  current 
scionco  or  practical  industry,  but  it 
ropresonts  as  a  unit  two  important  way- 
stations  in  the  evolution  of  human  cul¬ 
turo.  Wo  thus  s'oo  by  wlmt  route  man 
lms  come,  in  his  quest  for  broad  and 
in  his  methods  of  measuring  time. 
Honco,  tho  dial  represents  two  points 
jwhonco  wo  lmvo  come  naturally  . 

Tho  S.  T.  C.  sundial  is  an  oxtra-novcl 
contribution  to  the  now  Social  Science 
museum.  Such  material  is  now  eagerly 
sought  by  tho  department  of  social 
scionco  to  tho  end  that  pooplo  may 
know  tho  bettor  whoro  wo  are  and 
whither  we  aro  going,  knowing  by 
what  route  wo  lmvo  como.

tribution;  (G)  tho  preservation  of  tho 
resources  of  the  community;  (7)  tho 
prompt  payment  of  obligations;  (8)  the 
economical  operation  of  tho  schools; 
and  (9)  the  establishment,  through 
adequate  publicity,  of  community  con¬ 
fidence. 

As  a  visual  supplement  to  tho  ac¬ 
counting  system,  tho  superintendent 
has  prepared  two  largo  aunual  budget 
charts  which  hang  in  a  conspicuous 
placo  in  tho  office  of  tlio  Board  of 
Education.  One  chart  shows  by  tho  bar 
graph  tho  estimated  receipts  for  tho 
year  and  by  tho  advancing  bar  graph 
the  actual  receipts  from  mouth  to 
mouth  throughout  tho  fiscal  year.  Tho 
other  chart  shows  by  tho  bar  graph  tho 
ostimnted  expenditures,  for  tlio  year, 
and  by  tlio  advancing  bar  graph  tho 
actual  expenditures  from  month  to 
month  during  tho  entiro  year.  Those 
charts  present  to  tho  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  a  moving  picture,  as  It  wore,  of 
tho  receipts  and  oxponditurctf  at  any 
timo  during  tho  year.
